P ASADENA is losing a large amount of 
Sierra Madre traffic by reason of lack 
of such a satisfactory highway connection 
as wouM be provided by the opening of 
Central Avenue to connect with Huntington 
Drive. TriUtic which used to go through 
East I’asadena is now diverted entirely out¬ 
side the Pasadena city limits. 

The siiortest and best route between 
Sierra Madre and Los Angeles is now by 
way of liosemead Avenue and lower Hunt¬ 
ington Drive. 'I'hat route avoids traffic 
diificulties which often occur on foothill 
Boulevard, Santa Anita Avenue and in tlie 
Lamanda Park district. Practically all the 
Sieira Madre motor traffic to and from Los 
Angeles now takes the shortei’ and less con¬ 
gested way. 

Even the Pasadena traffic destined to 
points south of Colorado Street is now going 
down lioseniead Avenue to Blaiiclie Stieet 
or Sun Pasqual Avenue. Ihe opening oi 
tlie new bridges across Eaton V\ ash and 
paving of those stieets is diverting a gi eat 
heal of travel from Pasadena’s business dis¬ 
trict. In that way a great deal of business 
incidental to such Iraitic is lost to Pasadena. 
This IS business that is going somew’here 
outside of Sierra Madre and which Pasa¬ 
dena might as well have as not. 

I'asadena and Sierra Madre are bound to 
grow closer together in every relationship, 
intervening territory is rapidly lilling up. 
ihe time is not fai- ott when union oi school 
districts and of municipalities will be up fur 
definite consideration. 

But business follows highways. The 
liusiness relations of the two comnuimues 
will be largely governed by tlie highway 
connections. Opening of Central Avenue to 
connect with iluntington Drive will provide 
easy access bacK and forth. It will also 
carry a large part of the through tratfic 
and incidental trade which now avoids Pasa¬ 
dena entiieiy. Because of what it means 
to Pa.sadena business it behooves every Pas¬ 
adena agency to get back ot the movement 
luid I^elp open up and improve this vitally 
iiupoitanl highway link.

the pos.sible property loss which often ac¬ 
company a dry-season lire in such a climate 
as ours. Seeniiiigly innocent rubbi.sh lire.s, 
a little “cleanup” around the hou.se, may 
start conflagrations which will devastate a 
large area and burn many buildings at this 
time of year. 

The late heavy rain.s of tlie present year 
have stimulated an unusually lieavy growth 
ot grass and weeds everywhere. Thi.^ i.s 
especially true in the mountains where the 
grass fills the larger brush with a mass of 
fuel as inflammable as tinder. 

To newcomers, and to those who have 
never given the matter thouglit, the warn¬ 
ing IS especially pertinent. Be careful of 
lire. Be careful where you throw matches 
or burning tobacco. 

The law is very strict and .severe con¬ 
cerning the use or abuse of hies during the 
dry season. It was made so only after cost¬ 
ly experiences, it must be enforced for tiie 
safety of all. it protects not only individual 
liomes, but the water supply of the entire 
community. 

Throughout the town Hiere ai'e lots and 
blocks coveied witfi this dry fire material. 
'I'fiey shoultl fie cleaned at once. For as long 
IS dry fuel remains the fire menace is witli 
ns. But even the cleaning up process i.s 
subject to strict regulation. Property own¬ 
ers not familiar with the law should remem¬ 
ber that a city permit is necessary for 
burning off lots, and while getting the per¬ 
mit should impiire about tlie regulations 
governing their particular neighborhood.

It is prupos.sed to form ten units 
of 2.')0 men each. Two of these 
units have already heen provided 
for and the towns of Southern 
California are to lie taken into the 
organization on the ba.sis of an 
allolinenl of so many men for tlie 
units proposed. 

The Fedrul (jovernment has u 
fund available for paying the men 
who are to work on the firing 
line. United States Fire .Agent 
H. S. Ryerson, who is executive 
vice-president of the Conserxu- 
tion Association, had the neces.sury 
military experience in the war. He 
is to have cliarge of the military 
end of the organization. This is 
not to lie mwle irk.some but when 
a fire sarts, us it is possible to 
have only 250 men on the firing 
line during even the liottest fire, 
some sort of military lactic^ will 
he necessary to make certain the 
ivlief of these men who are in the 
fii-e zone. 

The front line trenches are to 
be filled at all times with frr'sh 
men. The quickest of action is 
what insures a quick and rapid 
stamping out of the most danger¬ 
ous fire. In thi.s way the people of 
the Southland will lie shown that 
it is possible to cope with a dan¬ 
gerous situation in a systematic 
maimer and support will be given 
to the organization of the Forest 
h’ire Fighters Reserve. 

Units are to he formed in each 
of the cities and towns of Southern 
Culifurniu. Already Pasadena has 
taken the unitiative and is forming 
the first unit and this week word 
is to he .sent to tlie .Associateil 
Chamliers of Commerce asking 
that a list of those who will he 
available for service be given the 
Conservation Association. 

It is proposed to have this force 
available for active service this 
summer. The dangerous fiies 
whicii have been such u hazard 
in the years that are gone are to 
la* dealt with this season with a 
high-powered force of fire figliters 
who will be on the job every in¬ 
stant. 

This year the fire hazarii is 
particularly great. The heavy 
rains liuve caused a growth of long 
grass which, when dry, is partic¬ 
ularly inftammable. This means 
tliat the fiames may swe«*p swiftly 
through the underbrush unless the 
blaze is dealt with by a force of 
men experienced in handling fire 
wlio are using the latest and be.sl 
forest fire fighting apparatus with 
which the new forces of tlie Foi-est 
Fire Fighting Reserve will be 
equipped.
